■flon the ground, with no open space be- 
neath. Turrets surmount the building 
at ail the corners and amiles, and the na- 
tional standard, with appropriate em- 
blems, is placed over each of the main 
entrance*. There are numerous side en- 
trances, each l»eing surmounted with a 
trophy, howing the national colors of 
I the country occupying that jsirtion of the 
building. "In the vestibules variegated 
brick and tile are introduced. Louvre 
ventilators surmount all the avenues, 
and sky lights the central aisles. Light, 
of which there is ample supply, comes 
from the north and south sides almost 
entirely. Tlieie underlie the building 
two miles of drainage pipe, the water 
supply^und drainage system being com- 
plete. Offices for the" foreign commis- 
sions arc placed along the sides of the 
building, in close proximity to the pro- 
ducts exhibited. Offices for the admin- 
istration are at the ends. The design of 
the building is such that all exhibitors 
will have an equally fair opportunity of 
exhibiting their good* to advantage. 
There is comparatively little choice of 
location, as the light is uniformly dis- 
tribute*, and each of the spaces devoted 
to products L» located upon one of the 
main thoroughfares. 
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The women's centennial executive 
committee have raised $30,000 for the 
erection of a pavilion in which to exhibit 
every kind of woman's work. To this 
collection, women of all nations have 
contributed. 

The list of special buildings is con- 
stantly increasing, and the present indi- 
cations are that their total number will 
be from two hundred to two bundled 
ami fifty. Most of the important foreign 
nations— England, Germany. Austria, 
I nline, Sweden, Egypt, Japan and 
others— arc putting up one or more 
structures each, for exhibition pur|»oses, 
ot for the use of the commissioners, ex- 
hibitors and visitors. Offices and head- 
quarters of this kind, usually of consid- 
erahte architectural lieauty, are provided 
by the state- of Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana. Illinois, Michigan, New Jersey, 
New York, Connecticut: Massachu-ets, 
N.mv Hampshire, Missouri, Kansas, Vir- 
»in a West Virginia, Nevada, Wiscon- 
sin. Iowa and Delaware ; and it is likely 
that others will follow the example. 

A number of trade and industrial as- 
sociations, which require large amounts 
of space, are provided for in special build 
ings. Among these arc the photo- 
graphers, the carriage builders, the glass 
makers, the cracker bakers, the boot and 
shoe manufacturers, besides quite a num- 
ber of individual exhibitors. The great 
dcin.ind for space renders this corrse ne 
cessary t> a "considerable extent, espec-

Main Building. 
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This is a parallelogram, running ea-t 
and west one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-six feet long, and north and 
south four hundred and sixty-four feet 
wide. The larger portion is one story 
high, the interior height being seventy 
feet, and the cornice on the outside for- 
ty-eight feet from the ground. At the 
center of the longer sides are projections 
four hundred ana six feet in length, and 
on the ends of the building projections 
two hundred and sixteen feet in length. 
In these, which are in the center of the 
Jour sides, are located the main en- 
trances, which are provided with 
arcades upon the ground floor, and cen- 
tral facades ninety feet high. The 
east entrance forma the principal ap- 
proach for carriages, visitors alighting at 
the doors of the building under c*v, r ot 
the arcade. The south ent-nce is the 
principal approach fro** railway cars. 
The west entrance ^ns upon the main 
passage-way to-.'* P"ncipal buildings. 



Horticultural Bnilding. 

The city ofThiladelpbia made a lilieral 
grant of money to provide for the horti- 
cultural depart im-nt of the exhibition an 
extremely ornate and commodious 
building, winch is designed to remain in 
j>ermanente asan ornament of Fairmount 
Paik. This structure is located on a 
terrace borderini: on the Schuylkill 
.river, a short distance north of memorial 
hall, and ha*- « commanding view of the 
~*^jkr*+n 1 ie v :.ud ihc. north- 
western portions of Philadelphia. Ro- 
mantic ravines running down to the 
river are on cither side, separating it on 
the south from memorial hall and on the 
north from agricultural building. These 
ravines are spanned by ornamental 
bridges five hundred feet long and sixty 
feet wide, for convenience of access. Car- 
riage roads, a railway, and foot walks, 
pass overthem. The horticultural build- 
in.' is designed in the Moresque style of 
architecture of the twelfth century, the 
chief materials external! v being iron and 
glass, supported l>y tine marble and brick 
work. The building is three hundred 
ami eighty-three feet long, one hundred 
and uinety-thne feet wide, and seventy- 
two feet high to the top of the lantern. 
The main floor is occupied bv the cen-

The 
entire area covered is tive hundred and 
fifty-eight thousand four hundred and 
forty square feet, or nearly thirteen 
acres, and the floor space afforded is 
aliout fourteen acres. The chief portion 
of the building is one story in height, 
the main cornice upon the outside being 
forty feet from the ground, and the in- 
terior height to the top of the ventilators 
in the avenues seventy feet, an 1 in the 
aisles forty feet. To break the long lines 
of the exterior, projections have been in- 
troduced upon the four aides, and the 
main entrances are furnished with 
racades extending to seventy-eight feat 
.in height. The eastern entrance is the 
principal approach from railways and 
from the main exhibition building. 
Along the southern side are placed the 
boiler houses, and such other Iniildings 
i'. i anecia] kinds of machinery as may be 
required. 

The plan of the machinery building 
shows two main avenues ninety feet 
wide, with a central aisle between and 
an aisle on either side, these being sixty- 
feet in width. These avenues and aisles 
together have three hundred and sixty- 
feet width, and each of them is one thou- 
sand three hundred and sixty feet long. 
At the center of the building there i~ a 
transept ninety feet in width, which at 
the south end is prolonged beyond the 
building. This extended transept, 
ginning at thirty feet from the building 
and extending to two hundred and eight 
feet, is flanked on either side by aisles 
sixty feel wide, and forms an annex for 
hydraulic luaohiue*. The promenades 
are: In the avenue fifteen leet wide, in 
the aisles ten feet, and in the transept 
twenty-five feet. The walks extending 
across the building are all ten feet wide, 
and lead at either end to exit doom. 
The foundations of this building are piers 
of masonry, the siij>erstructure consist- 
ing ot solid tmilier column- supporting 
roof trusses, constructed of straight 
Wooden principal lieams and wrought 
iron ties and struts. The columns un- 
placed in longitudinal lines, and in 
these rows stand sixteen feet apart. 
The columns are forty feet high, and 
su pp o r t respectively the ninety-feet 
root-spans over the avenues at a height 
of forty feet, and the sixty feet roof- 
spans over the aisles at a height of 
twenty feet. The outer walls are built 
of masonry to a height of five feet, and 
above that are composed of glazed sash 
lietween the columns. Portions of these 
s:ishes are moveable for ventilation, and 
Ijouvre ventilators are introduced in 
continuous lengths over lx>th the ave- 
nues and the aisles. The building is en- 
tirely lighted by side light from the 
north and south.

The en- 
trance is seventy feet wide, to which 
there is a rise of thirteen steps. Each 
of the huge doorways is fortv feet high 
and fifteen feet wide, ojiening into a 
hall. Between the arches of the door- 
waysarc clusters of columns, terminating 
in emblematic designs illustrative of 
science and art. The doors are of iron, 
relieved by bronze panels, displaying the 
coat- of arms ot' all the states and ter- 
ritories. The United State, coat of arms 
is in the center of the main frieze. The 
dome is of glass and iron, of unique de- 
sign. While Columbia rises at the top. 
a colossal figure stands at each corner of 
the ba-^e of the dome, typifying the four 
quarters of the globe. 

In each pavilion there is a large win- 
dow, twelve and one-Half feet by thirty- 
lour feet. There are altogether eight of 
these windows, used for the display of 
stained glass paintings, etc. The arcades 
designed to screen the long walls of the 
galleries each consist ot five groined 
arches, and form promenades looking 
outward over the grounds and inward 
over gardens extending baCf to the main 
wall of the building. These garden plots 
are cadi ninety feet by thirty six feet, or- 
namented in the i-enter with fountains, 
and intended to display stuuary. The 
ariades arc highly ornaneited, and the 
balustrades of them and of the stairways 
are al-o designed for statuary. The 
walls of the east and westsieVs of the 
structure display the pavilions and the 
walls ,,f the picture gallarieo, and are 
relieved l>y niche* desi

Independence Hall. 

The hall of the independence, on ( he.st- 
nut street, between Fifth and Sixth, was 
commenced in 172H, and completed in 
having been designed for the use of 
the provincial assemblies; and the long 
hall formerly in t lit- upper story was 
olten used for grand official banquets 
given to governors, distinguished 
stranger and generals, and to the mem- 
l>ers of the first congress when they ar- 
rived in 1771. It was originally de- 
corated with a stately steeple, which was 
taken down in 1771 on account of decay ; 
only a small belfry was left to cover the 
l>ell until the year 1828, when the pres- 
ent steeple W;is erected as'nearly like the 
ancient i 'lie as circumstances would ]x-r- 
mit. The ancient bell, formerly use! for 
the clock, is remarkable tor its prophetic 
inscription. Originally imported from 
England in 17.V2, t>ut cracked in its first 
ringing, it was recast in Philadelphia, 
and the inscription — " Proclaim liberty 
throughout the land, and to all the noe- 
pie thereof" — was placed upon it. This 
was more than twenty years before the 
inde|H'tnlence of the colonics was dreamed 
of; yet, when the declaration was signed, 
this very l>ell was the first, by its merry 
peal, to* '-proclaim liUrty throughout 
the land." It now occupies a place in 
the SOUth vctisbule of the building. The 
1 K'claration of Independence was signed 
in the chamber on the left of the prin- 
efpa] entrance. S>mc vears since the 
antique architectural decorations and 
furruinre of this room were re- 
moved, ami their places supplied 
furniture and tapestry 
style. This error has

In addition to the grounds within the 
Enclosure, an eligibly locate! stockyard, 
twenty two acres in extent, has been pro- 
vided for the display of live slock, which 
will lie exhibited in a series of shows 
during the months of Septcmlier, Octo- 
ber, and NovcuiImt.

There will proli- 
ne* larger exhibition at rhiladcl- 
of processes of manufacture than at 
a ny p revious exhibition 
f^be applications for space have been so 
numerous as to require the addition of 
i three annexes, covering two and one- 
half acres, while numerous private ex- 
hibitors have put up buildings for their 
own use. The machinery hall proper con- 
tains above one thousand two hundred 
American exhibitors, having an average 
spac* of two hundred and seventy square 
feet each — a more compact arrangement 
than has been accomplished previously, 
since at Vienna there weie nine hundred 
and fifty-nine exhibitors of machinery, 
with an average floor space of three hun- 
dred and three square feet. 




The Art (iallery. 



The roost imposing and ornate of all 
the structures is memorial hall, built at 
a cost of 500,000, by the state of 
Pennsylvania and the city of Philadel- 
phia. This is placed at the disposal of 
the centennial commission, to be used 
during the exhibition as an art gallery, 
after which it is designed to make it the 
receptacle of an industrial and art col- 
lection similar to the famous south Ken- 
sington museum, at LondoB. It stands 
on a line parallel with, and a short dis- 
tance northward of, the main building, 
and is in a commanding position, looking 
southward across the Schuylkill over 
Philadelphia. It stands upon a terrace 
one hundred and twenty-two feet above 
the level of the Schuylkill. IJeing de- 
signed for an absolutely fireproof struc- 
ture, nothing combustible has been used. 
The design is modern Renaissance. It 
covers an acre and a half, and is three 
hundred and sixty-five feet long, two 



above it the central dome sh0* s to great 
advantage. The rear or north front of 
the building is of the same general 
character as the main front, but, in 
place of the arcade, has a series of arched 
windows, twelve in number, with the 
entrance in the center. Between the 
pavilions is the grand balcony • a prom- 
enade two hundred and seventy-five feet 
long and forty-five feet wide, elevated 
forty feet almve the ground, and over- 
looking to the northward the beautiful 
grounds of the park. On each front of 
the buildings the entrances oyen into 
halls eighty-two feet lonfi sixty feet 
wide and fifty-three feet high, decorated 
ill modern rrnnisMancr. tWjmc, in turn, 
open into the center WTriirhty -three 
feet square, the ceiling risiag over eighty 
feet in height. From tfte%ast and west 
sides of this center hall extend the gal- 
leries, each ninety eight feet long, forty- 
eight leet wide and lnirty-S» u leet high. 

T hc * o > galleries admit of temporary di- 
visions for the better display of paint- 
ing-, and with the center hall form a 
grand hall two hundred andcighty-seven 
feet long and eighty-three feet wide, 
capable of comfortably accommodating 
eight thousand persons. This is nearly 
twice the dimensions of the largest hail 
in the United States. From the gal- 
leries doorways open into two smaller 
galleries, eighty-nine feet long and 
twenty-eight feet wide. These open 
north and south into private apartments 
connecting with the pavilion-rooms, and 
forming two side galleries 4 wo hundred 
and ten feet long. Along t),c whole 
length of the north side of the main 
galleries and central hall extends a cor- 
ridor fourteen feet high, opening on its 
north line into a series of private rooms 
twenty-three in number designed for 
studies and smaller exhibition rooms. 
All the galleries and the central hall are 
lighted from above; the pavilion and 
studios from the sides. The pavilions 
and central hall are designed especially 
for the exhibition of sculpture. This 
fine building gives seventy^ve thousand 
square feet of wall spsce fc r ejaintings, 
and twenty thousand square feet of floor 
space for statues, etc. The skylights 
throughout are double, the upper being 
of clear glass and the unde r of ground 
glass. 

Great a* is the space afforded in the 
memorial hall, the applications from 
American and foreign .'rtUtshave proved 
so greatly in excess of its capacity as to 
require the erection ••f^ a much more

Egypt 
display* her antiquities of the Pharaohs, 
her wonderful i-ollection from among the 
savage tril»es of interior Soudan, and her 
artistic furniture of rare wood, inlaid 
with ebony, ivory and silver, executed 
in the ancient Arabic style, and people 
think that nothing in the main building 
excels that. Little Holland sets Up small 
but strong and perfect models of her far- 
tamed dykes, and of all the noted public 
works within her territory, displays 
great squares of carpet, rivaling that of 
Brussels in quality and erects the pretti- 
est commission office in the main liuild- 
iii£. P.ra/il puts up a dazzling $:;o,ooo 
pavilion, suggesting the Alhambra sfyle" 
of architecture. The United State- 
makes the grandest display of granite 
work, in the shape* of half a dozen im- 
mense sarcophagi, one of them surmount- 
ed by a female statue, finely chiseled out 
of a solid mass of granite. Chili builds 
the most picturesque pagoda and Spain 
the most im|H>siug and tasteful pavilion. 
China and Juan contend with each other 
in striving to present the l*»st specimen 
of hamtioo architecture, and to paint on 
their commissioners' offices, of the tea- 
caddie stvle, the ugliest old grannies 
with bald pates, expressionless almond 
eyes and queues that many a cabby Jehu 
sighs for as he looks at his worn-out whip. 

Kngland carries off" the palm in pot- 
tcr v :. t iermanv in showcases, toys and 
tiu.^Jfy- 1 irles ; France stands alone in 
the' matter of wines, fine groceries and

beth, the flight into Egypt, etc.

Heen through 
the telescope she now presents the same 
phaa* as the moon noes in her last 
quarter. Venus will reach her greatest 
brilliancy on the 7th of dune, and she 
will im-fease in brightness until that 
time. She is gradually i . 
sun, and will come into inferior c 
tion with the great luminary on the 14th 
of July, and will then become a morning 
star. 

Mercury will reach his greatest elon- 
gation east of the sun on the 20th of the 
month. For a tew days about that time 
he will tie visible, und may lie easily 
traced an hour after sunset a little north 
of the point where the sun sank below 
the horizon. 

Mars is still an evening star, and 
though he sets about nine o'clock and is 
apparently very small, he can be recog- 
nized by his ruddy light, his being almost 
in a line with Venus, and his proximity 
to the horizon. I le will l>e near Mercury 
nt the time of the greatest elongation, 
and will be a help in picking up the shy 
planet. The new n kui of the 28d will 
pad| very near Mircury on the 24th, 
Mare on the2oth,and Venus on the 26th.

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HELL BATE EXPLOSION.

While waiting for orders to charge the 
lioringH of the final blast at Hell (late 
Captain Heuer is experimenting 
various kinds of cartridges sent for trial. 
The Vulcan, the dynamite, gun-cotton, 
and the Vigorite, a naphthaline product, 
have all been tested near the river on 
the Astoria shore, the mode being to 
bore from twelve to fifteen feet in the 
rocks, at an angle of forty-five degrees, 
and then to load with the explosive to 
be tested. The relative destructive 
power of the various agents employed 
may be judged by the great heaps of 
broken rock that mark the sj>ots where 
the blasts have been made. It is nroli- 
able that the choice of explosive will lie 
between gun-cotton and dynamite. 
Cartridges of the latter are being 
perforated preparatory to immersion, to 
test their imperviousness to water. It 
is thought that the glycerine will le 
washed out of the dynamite cartridge, 
in which event every cartridge would 
have to be protected by an air-tight 
metalic case. Captain Heuer will re- 
quire about six weeks for the charging; 
for, to guard as much as possible against 
accident, only a few men at a time will 
be employed in this dangerous work. 
It is estimated that at about five hun- 
dred of the plugs the water-pressure will 
be as great as fifteen pounds to the 
square inch, and it will require five men 
hold a scantling in position. The 
chief danger is that this tremendous 
water- pressure may produce a premature 
exploaisn of some of the cartridges.

I have lately traveled by wagon, with 
three friends, from I>ake Erie to the 
Gulf of Mexico, at Cedar Keys ; thence 
across Florida to Lake Monroe on the 
St. John's.

Having traveled our 
country from north to south, we could 
only think of it as composed of three 
great belts— one north of the Ohio, one 
south of the thirty-fourth parallel, and 
the other lyirg between these two and 
partaking somewhat of the character of 
both.

Land costs more in Davidson country 
(Murfreesboro), but it is better to pay 
more and get land that is of certain 
value for farming purposes. There is no 
more desirable part of Tennestec or in 
the south, so far as I know, than the rich 
lands of these counties. They have ac- 
cess to northern and southern markets, 
and once the land falls into energetic 
hands, it must rise rapidly in value. 
Another good region is in Franklin 
county (Winchester), in the red, rolling 
lands along the foot of the Cumberland 
mountains. There are considerable set- 
tlements of northern people there al- 
ready.
